A—The diagnosis of perni- 


cious anemia is based on such 
characteristic 
symptoms as 


weakness, sore tongue and 
numbness or tingling of the 
fingers, It is confirmed by 
finding a low red blood cell 
count, abnormal red ceils and 
a decreased concentration of 
hemoglobin.
